N the 2d<of this Month, being Candle- 
mas-day, a Chappel was held in the 
Vatican, in which Cardinal Carpegna 

AY celebrated Mafs. The Pope blefs’d and 
~ diftributed the Candles, and while he 
was faving the laft Prayer that is us’d.on that Sub- 
ject, the Barchquake, which had not been felt fince 
the 14th of laft.Monch, began again with fo much 
Vicience, chat.all who were in the Chappel made 
haite to runout. The Pope continu’d the Service 
with-extraordinary Unconcern, and afterwards fell 
upon his Knees, and lifting up his Eyes to Heaven, 
beg'd of God with Tears to deliver his People from 

fo dangerous a Calamity. Then he went to his 

Devotion'to St. Peter’s Church, tho’ he was with- 

held and» entreated not to go, becaufe the heaving 
of the Earth had thaken the ProdigiousRoof of that 
great Edifice....On this occafion, his Holinefs or- 

der'd People to apply themfelves yet more clofely 
to their Exercifes of Devotion ; and not only forbid 
all Diverfions publick ‘or private, but commanded 
the Tribunals to be fhut up, to the end no Perfon 


might have any Avocation from Works of Piery and 


Repentance. “The fame Evening the Pope went to 
the Church of St. John Lateran, and the day after to 
St. Mary Major. It was re efented to him, That 
it would be dangerous for him to continue his Refi- 
dence in the Vatican, that Part in which his Apart- 
ment is firuate having receiv’d Damage, and in all 
likelyhood would be thrown down by another Earth- 
quake ; but he made anfwer, That if he-were not 
at prefent lodg’d in the Vatican, he would have re- 
moy'd thither, that he might be the nearer to the 
Tomb of the Apoftles that are Protectors of Rome. 
So great was the Terror, thar feveral Perfons of Qua- 
lity went out of the Ciry to their Gardens, where 
they lodge wnder Tents and Baracks. This general 
Coafternation was inereas’d by an Accident that 
tapren'd on the 3d in the Night. Some unknown 
Perions (with what Defign is hard to imagine) ran 
abour the Streets knocking at the Doors, not only 
of ihe privare Houfes but of the Monafteries, and 
Crying out, The Pope commands every one to provide 
fir their own Safety, for the City will be fwallow'd up at 
11 a Clock to-night. The People were fo generally 
allarm’d av this, thar not a Soul almoft but ran out 
into the Streets,and feveral Sick Perfons,and Women 
in Child-birch, died of che Fright. . A certain Man, 
aNuive of Bruges, wko bas been for fome time in 
this City in the Habir of a Hermit, being fufpected 
tohave given rife to this great Diforder, is appre- 
hended and pur into the Prifon of the Holy Office : 
And by Order ef his Helinefs, a Proclamazion has 
been pubjia, promifing a Reward to the Difco- 
Verers of the Authors of this Uproar. 
From che Leides Gazette, dared March 1. 
hev write.from Rome of the 1oth of February, 
hat chey have not felt any more Shaking of the 
Earth fince the 2d; but that in the Night between 
the 3d and ath, they had a. ftrange Alarm which 
put all the City into Diforder, (and of which the chief 


particulars ave in the Article above.) The Pope has 
caus'd Proclamations to be affix’d, promifing 3000 
Crowns to whoever fhall difcover the Authors of 
that Alarm, with Pardon to any of the Accomplices 


that fhall detect the reft: And a Dutch Aftrologer 


has been feiz’d, for having foretold fome Months 


ago, That the City of Rome would ina fhore time 


feel fome very great Plague. Thefe Lerters add, 
That the Damage done to the Houfes, Churches, 
and other Edifices of Rome, by the feveral Shogs of 


the Earthquake which has been frequently men- 


tion’d of late, amounts to 500000 Crowns, according 
to an Eftimate made by fome Builders. But this is 
nothing to what the Ecclefiaftical State fuffer’d ; 
for,betide swhat has formerly been related,the City of 
Aquila, the Capital of the Abruzzo in the Kingdom 
of Naples, is wholly deftroy’d, and moft of its In- 
habitants ; the Cathedral Church, particularly, fell in 
upon above 1500 Perfons, among whom was the 
Governour and feveral of the Nobility, 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 8. 

Genoa, Feb. 11. The French have given out a 
Report, That there are 30 Men of War equipping 
at Thoulon, in order to form a numerous Squadron 
in the Mediterranean, with their Galleys, thofe of 
Spain, and thofe of Naples and Sicily. They talk 
likewife of 4 Men of War to be fent to joyn thofe 
that are already in the Adriatick, to hinder the Im- 

erial Army in Italy from receiving any Provifions 
om Iftria or Croatia. 

They write from Milan of the 15th, That all the 
Officers and Soldiers of that Dutchy, who are ab- 
fent from their Garrifons, are order’d to return to 
their refpective Troops or Companies without dela 
on pain of Death : |That they continue to difpofe all 
things for befieging Berfello in form as foon as the 
Sea(on will permit ; And that a ftrong Detachment 
of the Garrifon of Cremona being out on a Defign 
to furprize 200 Huffars that lay in Ambufh to inter- 
cept a Convoy of Money, had a very warm Re- 
ception notwithftanding their Superiority to that 
Party of Huffars, and had their chief Officer taken 
Prifoner: Yet the Money was carry’d fafe into 
Cremona, without falling into the hands of the 
Huffars. 

From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated Feb, 26. 

From Turin of February 16 and 17 they write, 
That our Troops were to march on fome confider- 
able Expedition, but the Rains have made the Duke 
de Vendome defer the Execution of his Defign. 

The Marquefs de Renel Governour of Cremona, 
is carry’d to Turin for change of Air, being very 
much indifpos’d. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dared March 1. 

Amfterdam, Feb. 28. They write from Leghorne, 
That the Zealand Caper call’d the Fame,has brought 
into that Port, a French Veffel commanded by Cap- 
tain Arnaut, valued at 60000 Pieces of Eight: The 
fame Caper took 3 Barks likewife, 2 laden with 
Corn, the other bound from Tunis to Alexan- 
dria with Turkifh Paffengers ; which Barks ran- 
fom’d themfelves, but 48 Moors and 10 Turks were 
brought into Leghorne to be fold as Slaves. From 
Venice they write, That another Zealand —- 
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call’d the Golden Apple, had brought to Zant a 
French Ship call’d the Great Conftantne, bound 
from Conftantinople to Marfeilles, worth 80000 
Pieces of Eight: And that the Pearl,a Zealand Caper, 
has likewife taken a French Ship coming from 
Smirna 10 Leghorne. 

From the Paris Gazette ala main,dated March 2. 

Laft Week, the King being at Marly, one of the 
Guard of the Hundred Swils (the Same as the Yec- 
men of the Guard with w) being wearied wich ftand- 
ing Sentinel an unufual time ; when he was re- 
liev'd, laid himfelf down on a Bed in the Guard- 
room ;- when he was faft a-fleep, one of his Com- 
rades pull'd him out by the Heels, upon which, he 
being traniported with Paflion, drew his Sabre, and 
gave the Fellow that made fo merry with him 2 or 
3 Cuts; Their Officer coming in at that inftant, 
made them hold their hands, put them both under 
Confinement, and went and inform’d his Majetty of 
what had pafs’d : The King order’d the Officer to 
lay the Matter before a Court Martial, and forbear 
executing the Sentence that fhou!ld be given againft 
them till his further Pleafure was known, On the 


“28th Ulr..a Court Martial being held at Veriailles, 


he that drew his Sabre was-condemn’d to have his 
Hand and his Head cut off, and his Companion to 
futfer a Year’s Imprifonment. With which the King 
being made acquainted, pardon’d them both, cn con- 
dition the firft thould quit the Company of the hun- 
dred Swifs, and recurn in quality of Sergeant to the 
Regiment of that Nation in which he terv'd for- 
metly. 

The Marthal de Boufflers being return’d from the 
Netherlands to Court in the end of. laft Month; 
yefterday the Regiment of French Guards paf$d in 
Review before him ; this Review. is preparatory to 
a general one that will be made before the King on 
the 5th, ’TLis faid his Majefty will order the Com- 
panies of French and Swifs Guards that are to make 
the Campaign, to begin their March on the 11th, 
and 13th. 


Dartmouth, March 5.. Yefterday Morning paffed 
by this Harbour from Torbay to the Eaftward, Her 
Majefty’s Ships the Woolwich and Suffex,and under 
their Convoy about 30 Sail of homeward bound 
Ships; ac the fame ume feveral Ships from the 
Weft-Indies and Leghorne fail’d alfo, who had Jain 
here a long time waiting to take the benefit of a 
Convoy. And this day teveral Ships from Topfham 
who fail’d out of ‘Torbay paffed by ths place, being 
bound for Holland. 

Plymouth, March 5. This Morning fail’d hence to 
the Eaftward Her Majefty’s Ships the Affiftance and 
Suffolk, as alfo the Sidney Captain Upton Comman- 
der, with 3 or 4 Ships under her Convoy for Fal- 
mouth. 

Yarmouth, March 6. Yefterday Morning paffed by 
Her Majefty’s Ships the Darcmouth and Rumney, 
with fome {mall Ships bound for Hull, in order to 
wake on board fome Recruits for Holland.
